From the Paris Gazette, dated Nov. 3. 
Balaguer, O&. 17- 

O ME Days ago,the Duke of Orleans fent 2 
Detachment of fome Battallions, to joyn the 
Troops defign’d for the Siege of Denia in the 
Kingdom of Valencia. His Royal Highnefs is 
taken up with diftributing the Army intoQaar- 
ters, in the Couniry between the two Nogueras,and in 
the County of Ribagorca, of which he caus’d Pof- 
feffion to be taken in the following Manner. The 
Count d@’ Fftaing being detach’d the 15th of laft 
Month, with a Body of Troops, firft drove the 
Miguelets from the Eminencies they had fiez’d in 
order to difpute his Palfage. The16ch he advanc'd to 
Ager, whither the Miquelets had retir’d, and caus'd 
them to be attack’d by fomeCompanies of Grenadiers, 
and by a Detachment of Dragoons of the Regiment 
of Courtebonne ; who beat them out of the Place, 
and purfu’d them on Horfeback half Way upa great 
Mountain, call’d Mount Sec, which feparates the 
Valley of Ager from the Conque de Tremp; and 
thereupon Ager immediately Surrender’d. In the 
mean time, M. de Fontboifart who was to have 
pafsd the Noguera-Ribagorcana at the Bridge of 
Montannana, crofs’d it lower at the Ford of Fier, 
with 2 Regiments of Dragooas and the Battallion 
of the Ifle of France. The Count d’ Eftaing who 
was inform'd of it, follow’d him very feafonably to 
fupport him in Cafe of Need 5 for a Collonel of the 
Enemy nam’d Ja Porte, having Intelligence that Be- 
navatri was unfarnifh’d of Troops, drew together 
15 or 1600 Men at Montannana, in order to pof- 
fefs himfelf of ir. He found on bis Way, the Regi- 
ment of Clairfontaine convoying the Baggage. The 
bold Appearance that Regiment made, ftop’d him, 
and gave M. de Clairfontaine Time to fend back the 
Baggage to Benavarri. Mean while M. de Fonr- 
ifart came up with the Carabincers of Bouville 
and Marimont, and the Battallion of the Ifle of 
Fratice, and he was foon joyn'd by two Regiments 
of Dragoons which the Count d’ Eftaing had caus'd 
to advance. Then he charg’d the Enemy, who be- 
took themfelves to Flight: Many were kill’d or 
taken ; and bed not Nighr come on foon, he would 


have intirely defeared them, The 18th the Comnt. 


d’ Eftaing joyn’d him over againft the Bridge of 
Montannena; which the Enemy abandon’d, af- 
ter the Grenadiers of Berwick bad poffefs’d them- 
felves of the advanc’d Pofts. The 20th he mov'd 
towards Tremp, that he might have the benefit of 
being near to the Chevalier de Maulevrier who had 
newly made.himfelf Maafter of Alos on the Segra. 
"Twas neceffary to march over a Hill, through a 
Pals which was guarded on each Side by Collonel 
Schombeberg with 400 Men. Notwitbftanding 
which, the Grenadiers fupported by the two Bat- 
tallions of du Fort, fore’d their Paffage without any 
Lofs: Several of the Enemy were kill’d, 200 were 
taken Prifoneis, and 200 Dragoons pufu’d the reft 
three Leagues, to Tremp on the Noguera Pallarefa, 
of which they poffefs’d themfelves. The Count 
d’ Eftaing reach’d thither the fame Day ; and by 
this Succe{s became Maftcr of the Conque de Tremp, 
which isa very rich Country on the other fide of: 
the River, and encompals’d with Mountains. The 
mext Day be fen: 2 Batrallions 3 Léagues higher, to 
la Pobla, which {uburitted to the King of Spain ; 
as did all the Country beyond it, quite up to Bfterri 
towards the Source of the Noguera Pallatefa and 
the Frontiers of France on the Side of Cauferans. 

he Miquelets who were on the Cinca and near the 
Yrenees, feeing they were like to be cut off, eban- 
don’d that Councry and retir'd coward Urgel. Tne 

ount d’ Eftaing fenr the two Batrallions of Ber- 
Wick to Conagees in the midf of the Plain: But 
the Céevalicr de Meulevricr baving retit’d from Alos 


-by Order from the Duke ‘of Orleans, the Prince of 


Darmftad drew rogorher 3000 Foot and 12 cr 1500 
orfe in the Wood of Corniols, between the Conque 


and joyn him, and defir'd the Marquis de Kercado to 
lend to him from Montasnana the Brigade of Nor- 
mandie, march’d with 3 Regiments of Dragoons 
and the Battallions of the Iile of France and Clair- 
fontaine againft the Prince of Darmftag,who retit’d 
at his Approach. He caus’d him to be Purfu'd by 
the Marquis de Courteboane with 200 Dragoons and 
the leffer Guards, who kil’d above 40 of his Men, 
and the following Night 200 Deferters came over. 
Aficrwards, that the two Battallionas of Berwick 
might not be expos’d, he withdrew them, leaving 
in the Caftle 100 f4en who promis'd to defend it 4 
Days : But the Prince of Darmftad returniog thi- 
ther, they yielded themfelves, four Hours after, 
Prifoners of War: The Count d’Eftaing having 
been jayn’d by the Marquis de Kercado with the 
Brigade of Norgiandie, march’d to attack the Eze- 
my at Figuerols cn this Side of Conques, where 
they were incamp'd: Bur they retir’d by the Way 
of the Mountains to Limiana, which is an inacceffi- 
ble Poft on the Nogucra. Wherefore he march’d to 
Guardia, where he was joyn’d the next Day by the 
4 Batrallions of Guards, which hs pofted before 
Guardia, and encamp’d within a quarter of a Lea- 
gue of them with the reft cf bis Troops. The 
Nigke foliowing, berween the 30:h of September 
and the 1& of O&uber, a Germen Lientenznt-Col- 
lone] came down fiom Limiana wi:h 400 Men, 
forded through the Noguera, and fell upon the two 
Battallions of Spanifh Guards, cf whom in the Sur- 
prize they kil’'d abowt 100 Men, among them Don 
Simon de Brinnas Brigadier who commanded the 
Spanifh Guards, and the Brother of the Marquis de 
Mdortare. Bur the Picquet haftening thither, and 
the Walloon Guards immediately taking Arms, as 
did alfo the Spanith Guards, the Enemy were inire- 
ly defeated ; for, acccrding to:be Report of all the 
Deferters bardly 100 return’d to their Camp, their 
commanding Offcer ard all the reft being kill'd or 
drowa’d. The fame Day, the Duke of Orleans 
pals Mount Sec with 3 Battallions, with Defign 
to attack the Enemy in their Camp: But be alter'd 
his Refolution when he found it was abfolurely 
inacceffible, and that it could not be approach’d 
even in the Rear. He therefore return’d to bis 
Army, after he had order’d the Prince de Chimay 
with the faid 3 Battailiont to go and arrack the Ca- 
file of Aren on the Noguera Ribagorcana above 
Montannana. The 4th the Prince of Dermfad 
retir’d, and the 5th march’d by the upper Pare of 
the Adountains to encamp at Benament beyond Con- 
ques, half Way up a great Mouniain, whence he 
can retire if we march to attack him, or may ftay 
there till he receive Succours. The Count d'Eftaing 
encamp'd at Tremp, and is in a Condition to make 
further Acquifitions of Country. He had 300 Men 
kill’d or taken in thefe Actions, which have coft the 
Enemy above 1000 Men, including 300 Deferters.

From the Camp of the Duke of Oxsleans 4¢ Balaguer, 

O&. 17. His Royal Highnefs obferving that he could 
not take Winter-Quarters on the other fide of the Se- 
gra as he defign'’d, sefolv’d to repafs that River the be- 
ginning of Jaft Month, and fix'd his Head Quarters 
here. But the Enemy having alfo come over the Segra 
to moleft us, his Royal Highnefs detac!.’d the Count d’ 
Eftaing the rsth paft, with part of the Avmy, to poffefs 
himfelf of the Country between the twoNocueras. [The 
Count d’ Eftaing’s Motions are related in the preceeding 
Paragraph.] The Count d’ Eftaing is now encamp’d at 
Tremp, to obferve the Enemy, who are !ti!] poffeis'd of 

art of the Country between the two Nogueras: They 
ed alfo fome Troops at Venafque and thereabouts ; 
the Country on the ot'er fide of the Noquera and Segra 
is likewife under their Obedience: So that their Troops 
havé very good Quarters, and better than ours, and 
they cut off our Communication with Rouffillon. 

. From the Camp of General Count Staremberg at Spallar- 
gas in Catalonia, O&. 5. We foliow’d the French Ar- 
my when they decamp’d from Agramunt and retir’d 
over the Segra: And in the march, the Prince of 
Darmftad being detach’d with 4000 Men, made him- 
felf Mafter of one of the Enemy’s Pofts, in which were 
above 100 Men. After which, he detach’d 150 Grena- 
diers, who, in the Night of the firt of this Month fur- 
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with their Bayonets, andfintirely ruin’d 2 Battalion’ of 
the Walloon Guards; but the Enemy’s Camp’ taking 
che Alarm, our Grenadiers were oblig’d to retire, bring- 
ing off ser sg however 6 Colours which they took 
on this Qccafion. ;

Letters fram Marienbourg of the zorh of October 
relate, thav King Staniflaus would in a fhort time be 
going from tuence to lykockfin: That the Envoy 
of Swedes was going to Coningsberg, and the En- 
voy of France to Danizick, there to prepare their 
Equipages, in order to attend his Majefty to Ty- 
the Deputies of Samogitia bed lately 
nad Audience of that Prince, and reprefented to him 
invery moving Terms how much they are overDur- 
cher'd by the mmrofts which they are oblig’d to pay 

ro the Sweees: But that all the Confolation bis Ma- 
ietty conld give them, was only to tell them he 
wowld intercede forthem with the King of Sweden. 

O&tob. We have no News from the 
Swedith Army, except that General Leeuwenhaupt has 
ac laft pais'd the Borvithenes, in order to joyn the King 
his Mafter: aad that his Majefy expetted him with 
the ¢reater [inpatience, becaule his Troops are confi- 
‘devably diminifWd fince he pafs’d that River. The 
Mulcovites continue to ruine their own Country, to de- 
prive their Enemies of all Subfiftance. We are very 
curious to learn what the King of Sweden’s Enterprizes 
will end in at laft. 

Leipjick, 31. The laf Letters from Mohi- 
low import, thac the King of Sweden bad been 
obilg’d to lay afide the grand Defign be had form'd 
to pencirace to Mofcow: His Majefty finding his 
Army would be expos'’d to perifh by Famine, be- 
caufe the Mufcovices lay wafte the Country, bas ta- 
ren a Refolution to turn off on his Rigor, and bend 
his March to the Ukraine ; ard the 2d of this 
Month he pafs'd by the Town of S:arkdaft. The 
Vanguard of his Army fet fire to all the Vilages 
which the Inhabitants bad abandon’d, but paid 
for the Provifions furnifh’d to them by che Peafants 
who kept at home. They have declard they will do 
vo Damage to the Country, provided the Inhabi- 
tan s donot abandon their Dwellings. The Swedith 
Army have been extremely diftreffed by Scarcity of 
Provifions, having wanted Bread feveral Days: But 
they defign to {pend fome Months in the Ukraine, 
ro recruit themfelves. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated November 10. 

Qerlin, November 3. On Wednefday his Pruffian 
Majefty receiv’d Advice by Exprefles from Pruffia, that 
the Body of Swedes commanded by General Leeuwen- 
haupt, being on their March to joyn the King of Swe- 
den, were attack'd by General Bauer with 20070 Muf- 
covites and defeated. And by to Day's Poft we have re- 
ceiv’d Letters fiom Wilna dated the 21ft of O&tober, 
containing the like News, with thefe Particulars, That 
fome Swedith Officers who were in the Aétion and 
were come tu Wilna, had reported, that General 
Leeuwenhaupt having with him 10000 Foot and 3000 
Horfe, about 7000 Waggons and Carts, cogethet with 
tome Cattle, was advanc’d wirhin 8 Miles ot Mohilow 
and 2 of Proisko into a marfhy Part of the Country ; 
and was there attack’d by 24000 Mufcovites, the Czar 
himfelf being with them; that the Situation of the 
Ground would not permit either Army to draw in- 
ro Order of Battle ; but chat the Mufcovites knowing 
beft how to rake all Advanges of the Ground, obrain’d 
* complest Vittory ; fo that of the Foor but few efcap’d, 
tho’ of the Horfe seco gor eff. Theat moft of what the 
Swedes hed with them was taken by the Mufcovites : 
and that ‘ewas believ’'d General Leeuwenhaupt himfelf 
was kiil'd in the Fighr. 

Hild-|bein, November 3. By the Poft which arriv’d to 
Day from Poland we have Advice, that the Fight be- 
tween the Swedes and the Mufcovites, was at Lefna; 
within 2 Milesof Propoisk, on the River Sore, the 3d 
of Jaft Month: That General Leeuwenhaupt with 
16000 Men, having made a brave Refiftance againft 
22000 Mufcovires under General Bauer, was at length 
oblig'd to tetire with the Lofs of 10000 Men, leaving 
behiad him moft of his Artillery. That Collonel Leuw- 
enhaupr, Nephew to the General, was kili’d, and Ge. 
neral Stacke!berg wounded and fome fay taken. General 
Baver was wounded inthePace. The Czar, and Gene- 
ral Goltz, were ia the Fight. 

The Adices from Poland by the Way of Coningf- 
berg and Ifamburg, do all agree that the Swedes were 
defeated with crest Lofs; but differ in the Particulars; 
fo that “ris neceffary to wait for further Accounts.

Our frefheft Advices relating to 
the Siege of the Citadel of Lifle, tell us (in geneial) 
that it being judg’d neceffury for faving our Men to 
proceed by fapping, the Work goes on tlower than o- 
therwife it would. Yet, that "twas hop’d the Enemy 
would be oblig’d, by the 15th or 17th Inttant at fur- 
theft, to jurrender ; the rather becaufe there was Rea- 
fon to believe they have not Powder fufficient for a 
longer Defence. Prince Eugene having permitted M. 
de Surville to be carried out of the Citadel to Douay, 
on his Parole to yield himfelf 2 Prifoner of War afioon 
as he is cur’d of his Wound, 'tis conjeftur’d his High- 
nefs defigns to grant M. de Bouffiers and his Garrilon 
no other Terms. Immediately after the ReduStion of 
the Citadel, ‘tis fuppos’d the Duke of Marlborough 
will attempt to force his Paflage over the Schelde at 
Oudenarde ; and if the Enemy venture to difpute it, 
that may occafion a very conliderable A@ion.
